W hat this had ad led to the ap­ 
propriations of the department of agri­ 
culture has been so much deducted 
from the departm ent «if war. 
“ Another point to be considered is 
th at under the Hatch bill providing for 
experim ent stations in 
every state 
in which there was established an a g ­ 
ricultural college, there has been a 
steady increase provided by law, and 
appropriating for the past year more 
than $70 0,0 0 0, over which the head of 
this department exercises no control 
whatever, 
the same being included 
under the appropriation for the d epart­ 
m ent of agriculture simply as a m atter 
of convenience to the accountants of 
the treasury. 
It should consequently

If You Happen to Have One, 
This Is 
How to Treat It. 
A skilled pianist never allows his 
belo ved instrum ent to stand np against 
the w all in his ro o m, a space of at least 
a fo o t being allo w ed, say s a mumc 
dealer. 
This is to prevent damp and 
allo w a passage o f dry, warm air. The 
precautio n is especially necessary in a 
brick ho use where the w all is an out­ 
side o ne. 
Bricks are any thing but 
damp-pro o f, and unless th e w all 
is 
“ furred” there w ill be considerable 
dampness, especially w hen the 
first 
fire is lighted fo r the fall. 
Dampness 
is fatal to a piano , because, 
among 
o ther reaso ns, the ro sewo o d used in 
m aking the frame is tro pical wood, 
and no t capable o f resisting moisture 
fo r any length o f time. 
In a carelessly kept piano the polish 
is bad, and the varnish lo o ks as though 
an army o f insects had been 
at work 
o n it. 
This is because the wood has 
stretched 
and 
shrunk 
w ith 
great 
rapidity, o w ing to g ettin g damp and 
then being dried again, and a musi­ 
cian seldo m cares to buy such an in­ 
strum ent, kno w ing that the delicate 
interio r has suffered at least to some 
exten t ’with the 
exterm r. 
Taking 
care o f a piano is h alf the 
battle, and 
tlie ]o£>i> dtiiiipuiiSfts the less expenditure 
necessary to keep it in tune.

The dial o f this Philadelphia 
titan is tw enty -five feet in diam eter, 
and the striking ham mer is as largpe 
as 
a pile driver w eight. The m inute hand 
is tw elve and the ho ur hand nine feet 
in length. 
The m achinery is arranged 
so that the clo ck w ill strike every fif­ 
teen m inutes, the quarter, half, three- 
quarters 
and 
ho urs. 
T he Ro man 
num erals o n the face are each tw o 
feet eight inches in length, the dark 
part o f the figures being three and 
three-fo urth inches in width.
